with the laws of motion, the na- 
ture and action of the fuids, the 
elafticity of the flias, Ge. And 
we have lived to fee the art of 
phyfic advanced to fome degree 
of certainty and a fort of demon- 
Lil itration, 
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438 
ftration, in proportion to the pro- | 
grefs of philofophical experiments, 
and reafoning from the known 
Jaws and operations of nature. 

Mr. Langrifh has already enga- 
ged the attention of the public, 
by an ingenious little piece on 
mufcular motton, grounded on ex- 
periments, obfervations, and the 
principles of the Newtonian philo- 
fophy. He undertakes a larger 
task in the work before us, de- 
fizned for the improvement and 
inftruétion of young practitioners 
in phyfic. 

As apothecaries in the country 
are frequently obliged to prefcribe 
medicines, by reafon of the ab- 
fence, or great diftance of regular 
phyficians ; our author, in his pre- 
face, advifes them to a diligent 
and induftrious purfuit of the ftu- 
dies of anatomy, natural and ex- 
perimental philofophy,  chymiftry, 
botany, and pharmacy. ‘This ad- 
vice fecms to infinuate, that a 
man cannot practife phyfic with 
any tolerable fecurity, who is un- 
acquainted with thofe branches of 
knowledge. But it is much to 
be fear’d, that want of time, or 
fomething elfe, will deprive the 
country patients of the afiiftance 
they might afford. 

Our ingenious author employs 
fome pages of his preface, in en- 
forcing the great ufefulnefs of 
thofe ftudies; and the treatife in 
hand fhews us, that he has ufed 
uncommon pains and induftry in 


the purfuit and application of 


them. It is divided into fourteen 
chapters. The firft treats of the 
antecedents to an acute continual fe- 
ver.

I, ** An animal body is a deli. 
cate machine, or a compages or 
congeries Of vafcular tubes, dif.

by the fame Jaws, that fupport 
the great orbs of the univerf ; 
whence it is impoffible, for a- 
ny change or variation to be 
made in it, but from an alte- 
ration of its matter and mo- 
tion, 

II. «© The feveral produétive 
caufes of difeafes have their pe- 
culiar and certain effects, in 
producing particular phenome- 
na, OY dtagnoflic figns, accord- 
ing as they alter the texture, 
figuration, or bulk of the com- 
ponent parts of the fluids; or 
according to their influence 
over the folids, either by ren- 
dring them too tenfe and con- 
tracted, or too foft, flabby and 
relaxed. 

HI, “© Matter, by what 
name foever dignified or dif- 
tinguifhed, can have no other 
Virtues or properties, than fuch 
as refult from the particular fi- 
cures and modifications of its 
conitituent particles. 
From thefe proportions it 1s 


concluded, ‘* that the method to 


be obferv’d by a phyfician, de- 
mands a diligent enquiry mito 
the predi/pofing, or procataric 
caufes of acute continual fevers 
in order to fhew on what prili- 
ciples they aét, and by what 


laws they influence the ae 
n 
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é& fine fibrille of the body, and 
“ their contain’d juices.” It is 
obferved, after Hippocrates, ** That 
« the changes of feafons are the 
« moft eftectual caufes of difea- 
“ fes; there being no diftemper, 
“ but what may drive its original 
«“ from, or owe its growth to, 
“ fome alteration in the proper- 
ties or qualities of the air, ei- 
“ ther in refpect to its denfity or 
“ levity, moiflure, drynefs, heat, 
cold, motion, or as it happens 
* to be more or lefs impregnated 
“ with heterogeneous particles,” 
The ftate of the air is therefore 
confidered in all thofe refpects, 
with a view to its influence on 
animal machines, which are fub- 
ject to the fame regular changes 
as we obferve in a Barometer, 
Thermometer, Hygrofcope, Se. 
An addition to the atmofpherical 
prellure of the air condenfes the 
fuids, renders the globules of the 
blood more compact, grofs and 
vilcid, and unites the component 
parts of the folids. By this means 
the diameters of the feveral feries 
of veflels are leflened, while the 
globules, which conftitute the flu- 
ids, coalefce and are enlarged. 
To this it is added, ‘* That, as 
“ the lungs are more forcibly ex- 
* panded, when the gravity of 
the air isencreafed, and as the 
circulation of the blood meets 
with moft refiftance toward 
the external fuperficies of the 
body, when the preflure of the 
; air is greateft ; it mutt necef- 
a farily follow, that the velocity 
. and quantity of blood will be 
: greatly encreafed in the larger 

arteries: whence the friction 


“and heat of the blood may be 
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‘¢ great enough, efpecially if this 
** ftate of the air continues long, 
** to infpiflate the juices, gene- 
“¢ rate obftructions, and produce 
** ardent fevers. 

What we may apprehend from 
dry air falls next under contidera- 
tion. ** A long continuance of 
‘¢ it may render the fires rigid 
“¢ and ftiff, and the blood vifcous 
‘© and denfe, by abforbing the 
‘¢ watry, humid particles, from 
“* the external fuperficies of the 
‘© body, and from the internal 
“© fuperficies of the lungs, in toe 
‘© oreat quantities, Gc.” ‘This 
quantity of the air therefore i: 
another antecedent caufe of ardent 


fevers. 


Hot air thickens the animal 
and renders them lefs ca- 
pable of paffing through their ca- 
nals: it likewife exalts and vola- 
tilizes the faline and fulphureous 
principles of thofe fluids, and thus 
they become acrid and corrolive, 
and ftimulate the veflels into 
more frequent centractions, Ex- 
treme cold weather irritates the 


fibres and condenfes the fluids; by 


which the circulation to the ex- 
ternal furface of the body is re- 
tarded, and the blood driven upon 
the inward parts with greater 
force, Cold in a moderate degree 
is a prefervative of human bodies, 
by acting in oppofition to beat, 
and maintaining the balance ; fo 
that the viciflitudes of beat and 
cold, are perfeétly neceflary to the 
prefervation and oeconomy of ani- 
mal bodies; ‘** becaufe the con- 
‘¢ {tant ofcillatory motions of con- 
‘© traction and dilatation produced 
“‘ by thofe alterations, greatly 
“+ affift in carrying on the cir- 
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440 
culation, removing obftructions, 
or dilating fuch veflels as were too 
narrow before. High winds influ- 
ence our bodies by bringing a fuc- 
ceflion of frefh air, and blowing 
off the atmofphere of warm per- 
fpirable matter that furrounds 
them. 

It is farther obferved, that the 
air may be rendered unwhol- 
fome, by mineral, fulphureous, 
faline vapours, which float in it ; 
and not only vitiate our food, by 
mixing with it, but infinuate 
themfelves into the va/a inhalan- 
tia, fituated on the external fu- 
perficies of the body, and through 
the pores of the pulmonary mem- 
branes, and thus pafs on to the 
blood by the recurrent veflels ; fo 
that different air muft affect hu- 
man bodies varioufly in proporti- 
on to the excefles of fuch parti- 
cles. impregnated in it. 

The effe&ts of good or bad wa- 
ter on animal bodies, fall next 
under confideration. Here it ts 
propofed to find out the feveral 
dezrees of purity, by the different 
fpecifick gravity of water. ‘The 
lightef? waters are the befi, as leaft 
charged withexhalations, In order 
to be a proper diluent or diflolver 
of food, they fhould have neither 
tafte nor fmell; if they have ei- 
ther, they are impregnated with 
falt, fulphur, vitriol, copper, &¢. 
Under this head, the author con- 
fiders the pernicious effects of drin- 
king too little water, or too fmall 
a quantity of watry, cooling, di- 
luting drinks, in proportion to the 
folid aliment. 

Glutteny, according to our ju- 
dicious phyfician, ought to be pla- 
ced fisft of all the antecedents to 
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acute difeafes. Under this topick 
too much ufe of aliment, which 
tends to create an alkaline, acrid 
or glutinous quality in the hu. 
mours, is ranked among the caue 
fes of ardent fevers. Of this fort, 
are large quantities of Jiefh-meat, 
with rich and poignant fauces ; 
variety of favory difhes ; and even 
an excefs of wholfome food, which 
may increafe the quantity of the 
fiuids, and produce morbid effects, 
by fending into the blood more 
chyle than can be properly aff 
milated by the vital powers; 
whereby the globules of the blood 
grow too bulky and incapable of 
paffing freely through the minute 
fanguinary Tubuli, Here juft com. 
mendations are beftow’d on Dr, 
Arbuthnot’s regulations of diet, and 
Boerhaave’s new theory of chymi- 
firy ; and the ufe and abufe of {pi- 
rituous liquors are confider’d. 
Immoderate and violent exercife, 
is Oftentimes an antecedent to acute 
fevers, as it pufhes on the blood 
with too great celerity, augments 
the heat of the body, breaks the 
juices into their minima, rarifes 
their conftituent parts, and makes 
them pofiefs a larger fpace than 
ufual ; infpiffates the animal fluids, 
and renders them acrid and alka- 
line. 
Another caufe here affign’d for 
acute fevers, is a fup reppin of any 
natural or accuftomed evacuati ; 
as the matter retained generally 
gives a greater faltnels and acrimo- 
ny to all the juices, and changes 
them from a foft and unctuous, 
into an acrid and irritating difpett- 
tion. For which reafon, an wr 


feafonable ufe of /rrong, a/tringems 





ftyptics is condemned, as they ‘ar 
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ick up the excretive glandules, 
fy as to occafion an ardent fever. 

Sharp, pungent pains, efpecially 
in the membranous parts, will 
qufe or increafe a fever, as being 
attended with a contraction of the 
pained part, which either totally 
obftruéts or retards the niotion of 
the blood and {pirits, and fwells 
thepart. MVatching too much ob- 
fruéts perfpiration, and renders 
the fbres too ftiff and rigid. Jn- 
tnfe and fevere fiudy braces the 
meninges of the brain, with the 
other membranes and delicate fi- 
brille of the body, too tight ; and 
thus evucuations are fuppreffed. 

This chapter concludes, with 
obferving, that thofe who have 
died of hunger or thirft, have al- 
way died feverifh and deiirious, 
which the author attributes to the 
lofs of the chyle, ** whofe office 
“is to attemperate, cool and 
“ dilute the blood, as well as to 
“ afford nutriment to the feveral 
“ organs of the body. ‘Tyhus the 
* blood becomes denfe, hot, a- 
“crid and alkaline, to fuch a 
“ degree, at leaft, as will be fuf- 
“ficient to render the whole 
“ mafs, in a few days, unfit for 
“any of the functions of life, 
 &c.” From which it is infer- 
ted, that tao long abjtinence is to 
be confider’d as one of the caufes 
of acute fevers. 

The rife of the moft ufual 
hmptoms, incident to an.ecyte, 
continual fever, is the fubject of 
the fecond chapter, As all difeafes 
areoccafioned by a depravity of 
the fluids, or Jolids, or both ; and 
the antecedent caujes of this difeafe, 
all tend to render the animal fluids 
ard, grofs and vifcous, or to oc- 
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cafion obftructions in fome of the 
outlets of the body, whereby they 
augment the quantity, velocity 
and heat of the blood ; we have 
here twenty-one fymptoms of a- 
cute continual fevers, which refult 
from thofe irregularities in the ani- 
mal machine. 

The firft isa rigor or cold chill, 
which chiefly affects the extremi- 
ties of the body, from a check 
given tothe circulation. Secondly, 
for the fame reafon, the pulfe is 
languid and flow at the beginning 
of thefe fevers. Thirdly, the courfe 
of the blood being more and more 
retarded in the ultimate branches 
of the Arteriola, the flow foon be- 
comes quicker in the larger arte- 
ries ; and the circle of the greateft 
part of the blood being thus fhor- 
tened, the return to the heart will 
be quicker ; in confequence of 
which, the heart will beat often- 


er, andthe heat of the body in- 


creafe, Fourthly, a large, quick, full 
pulfe, is the neceflary concomitant 
of a plethora ad vafa, occafion’d 
by a difficult circulation through 
the minuteft and moft remote Tz- 
buli. Fifthly, the skin feels dry 
and hard ; and the whole vajfcu- 
lar [iftem feems to be too elaftic and 
denfe ; which fymptom, our aus 
thor thinks, proceeds principally 
from the quantity of the /aline and 
fulphureous principles in the blood, 
being augmented by fome of the 
antecedents ; or to their being at- 
tenuated and volatilized by an im- 
petuous motion and heat, fo as to 
become more acrid, fharp and ir- 
ritating ; confequently, they will 
ftimulate the fibres and increafe 
their tenfion, 

As 
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As the theory of difeafes depends 
very much on a true knowledge 
of the nature of the elafticity or 
fpringinefs of the fibres, our au- 
thor here prefents his readers with 
a chymical analyfis of folid parts of 
an animal body, in order to invel- 
tigate the proportions or qualities 
of their feveral conftituent parts. 
This was performed in twoex- 
periments. In the ‘firft, he took 
the tendons from the leg of an 
ox, cleared them from the mem- 
branes and fat, put them into a 
copper body, which held five pints ; 
éc. After a particular account 
of the apparatus us’d on that oc- 
cafion, he givesus a detail of the 
proce/s; by which he gained /ymph 
xii ounces, vi drams; volatile falt 
lidrams, vi grains ; o// iii drams, 
lil grains ; caput mortuum, before 
cakination, iiounces, idram, x 
grains ; caput mortuum, after cal- 
cination, i ounce, ii drams, XXX xXiill 
grains, Leff in diftillation, iti 
drams, xxxx grains ; /o/? by calci- 
nation, Vi drams, xxvi grains. For 
the fecond experiment, he took a 
mufcle from the uttock of a very 
lean bull, ec. Here again, the 
watry or phlegmatic principle a- 
bounded very confiderably above 
the other principles; and four drams 
and forty-five grains of matter was 
loft in diftillation ; the much great- 
eft part of which is concluded to 
have been true permanent air. 

After fome reafoning on thefe 
two proceffes, which would fuffer 
too much by an abridgment, it 1s 
concluded, that, *‘ in acute fevers, 
*© where the /aline and fulphureous 
particles of the blood are exalted 
and volatilized, and where all 
*¢ the fluids are more acrid, fharp

“© degrees of friction ; it naturally 
*¢ follows, that, where both the — 
‘6 quantity of red globules, and 
‘¢ their velocity are increafed, the 
“¢ heat muft alfo.” This heat and 
excefive motion are fuppofed to — 
produce volatile, acrid, corrofive | 
faltsin the blood and humours, by 
dividing and fubdividing the cor- 
pufcles of the effential falts, till 
they acquite a certain degree of 
minutenefs and afperity : they 
likewife tend to infpiflate and in- 
craffate the blood, which in anim- | 
tenfe fever, is fometimes above the 
coagulating point. 

As fome of the phenomena of 
difeafes require the phyfician

Firft, he always took care to bleed 
into. a porringer, as near the fame 
fhape and fize as pofible. Secondly, 
all the blood was receiv’d into one 
prringer ; becaufe he had found 


7 by experience, that a pound of 


blood does not feparate fo much 
fram, when divided into two par- 
cels, as when contained in one 
vellel. Thirdly, he fet the blood 
ina cool place ; and, after it had 
food twenty-four hours, very 
carefully weighed the ferum and 
wr feparately, in order to find 
their different proportions. Fourth- 
), he took a very thin glafs tube, 
twelve inches long, and one third 
ofan.inch diameter : one end of it 
ting fealed up hermetically, he 
tlow’d it out to an obtufe point, 
bout the bignefs of a middling 
ka. ‘This point being fet on the 
raJamentum, the weight of the 
tube was not of itfelf fufficient to 
Prefs through, and but very fel- 

m when filled with water. 
Sway therefore of trying the 
hefion of the gore, was to pour 
mercury into the tube, till it was

enough to cut its way 
through; and, as the tube was 
exactly graduated, he could very 
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nicely determine the power of 
cohefion between the globules, 
which conftituted the crafamen- 
tum. 
As it appears from thefe expe- 
riments, that the blood, in acute 
fevers, is more than ordinary vif- 
cid and tenacious, and contains too 
great a quantity of red globules ; 
our author proceeds to enquire 
how this alteration is moft likel 
to be produced. After fome 
conjectures on this head, equally 
modeft and ingenious, he gives 
us a chymical analyfis of the 
blood in four different proceffes. 
This is done with a view of fhew- 
ing the feveral proportions the 
principles of that fluid bear to 
each other, and thus affifting 
practitioners in accounting for 
fome of the phenomena of difeafes, 
and direéting him to a right me- 
thod of cure. The two firft ex- 
periments were with blood taken 
from perfons in perfect health; 
the two la{t from two men, one 
on the fecond day of an intenfe 
burning fever, the other on the 
fourth day of a moft acute fever. 
From thefe it appears, that the 
faline and fulphureous parts did 
abound more in thofe feiz’d with 
acute fevers, than in thofe in health. 
But, as thefe experiments may be 
thought too few, for grounding 
any practical inferences, our au- 
thor ftops here for the prefent, 
and proceeds to the feventh fym- 
ptom of this difeafe, vz. pains in 
the head, back, &c. which are 
occafion’d by too great diftrefs or 
extenfion of the veflels, Vomit- 
ings, 
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ings, an unquenchable thirft, and 
foortnefs of breath, fo frequent in 
the beginning or progrefs of fe- 
vers, being briefly accounted for ; 
our author proceeds to his eleventh 
fymptom, taken from the quan- 
tity, colour, or fmell of urine, 
As the infpection of urine is often 
of great fervice in judging of the 
ftate and progrefs of the difeafe, 
and forming medical predictions, 
it is here alalyfed by nine different 
experiments, in the fame manner 
with the blood. The chief re- 
fult of thefe is, that it appear’d 
on diftillations, that the urine, in 
fevers, abounds more with faline 
and fulphurcous particles, than it 
does in health ; and efpecially to- 
ward the crifis, when the falts 
and oils are fufficiently attenua- 
ted, &'c. it is loaded with a mul- 
titude of contents, which gives 
the patient great relief; but, 
when it is pellucid, pale and clear, 
it is avery dangerous phenomenon, 
and the utmoft skill and diligence 
are requir’d for removing it; to 
this it is added, that the fix’d 
falt, in all thefe experiments, ap- 
peared, by the ftriCteft trials with 
oil of vitriol and a folution of fil- 
ver, to be fea-falt. 

The remaining fymptoms are 
a fiufbing of the countenance ; with 
a bright lok, and feeming protu- 


berance of the eyes; a total lofs of 


appetite; immoderate watchings ; 
phrenfy, very greedy cating and 
drinking ; @ burfting of the Arteri- 
ole, either in the nofe or uterus; 
@ breaking out of Petechixe on ihe 
skin; vank, fetid fweats; a coma, 
fubfultus, clammy fweats, &c. and, 
the excretory duéts of the miliary 
glands, being greatly relaxed, a 
profufe cold fucat, 
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The third chapter treats of the 
cure of an acute continual fever 
Mr. Langrifh has, both here, and in 
other parts of his book, careful] 
avoided a long detail of preferip- 
tions ; and only pointed out a hon 
plain fimple medicines, . which 
long, experience has taught us to 
be moft ufeful ; being well afiy. 
red, that general forms ferye 
chiefly to deceive the 
as they cannot be fuitable to the 
various circumftances of different 
patients. He therefore deduces 
his curative indications from the 
caufe of the difeafe, and the tyin- 
ptoms which attend Jit. 

From the principles already 
laid down, it appears, that all the 
bad fymptoms of this difeafe a- 
rife from the blood and humours 
being too vifcous and thick, and 
too much impregnated with faline 
and fulphureous particles, &c. The 
cure therefore confifts in leflening 
the quantity of blood; attenua- 
ting, diilolving, and diluting the 
vifeid and glutinous juices; in 
rendering the frbres more fupple 
and flexible, diminifhing the force 
with which the blood is impell’d 
againft the fides of the veilels; 
and fheathing, fubjugating and 
deftroying all acrid, fharp, a- 
tating particles, abounding in the 
blood and humours. 

Here bleeding is the firft reme- 
dy ; the neceifity of which, at 
the beginning of the diftemper m 
queftion, is fhewn to be fuch a 
fault, as cannot be compeniated 
in all the fubfequent fadia. “As 


to the quantity of blood to be | 


taken away, the eftimate mutt 
be made froth the violence of the 


fymptoms, and the ftrength s 
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the body ; both beft known by 


the pulfe. It is obferved in gene- 
ral, that it will be always fafeft 
to ftop fomething fhort of the full 
uantity, which may be {pared, 
than oftend the ftrength by too 
profufe an evacuation ; and this 
precept is proved to be founded on 
reafon, and confirmed by daily 
experience. As much has been 
faid concerning dertvation and re- 
vulfion, and great itrefs ought 
fometimes to be laid on them in 
the cure of difeafes, it is thought 
proper to enquire in what part 
of the body, or from what vein 
the blood ought to be drawn, 
when fuch and fuch phenomena 
appear. 

By revilfion, our author means 
whatever will leffen the quantity of 
bumour circulating to any given 
part of the body. ** This, he 
“fays, can be performed no 
“other way, than by diminilh- 
“ing the areas of the tranfverfe 
“fections of the feveral vefiels 
“leading to, or properly belong- 
“ing to the part affected; or 
“ by abating the velocity of the 
* fluids.” Having directed how 
ach of thefe may be performed, 
he bers leave to diffent from the 
hte learned Dr. Freind, who, in 
his Second Commentary on Fevers, 
alerts, that dleeding, in the ex- 
lrnal jngular vein, is not only the 
mt compendious and expeditious of 
all revul {i ns, but alja the very 
jong eft of thofe which are made 
fm the brain. Here we havea 
arge quotation from that great 
Man, and our author’s reply to 
8 reafonings on the fubject, 
Which ends with this conelufion ; 
Mat *¢ whatever diforder in the

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‘* head is relieved by bleeding in 
** the jugular, the fuccels is ow- 
*¢ ing to derivation, and not to 
“© revulfion. 

The next thing prefcribed, is 
to dilate and concoét all vifcous, 
fizy humours ; to attenuate thofe 
whofe parts are too bulky to pafs 
freely through the decreafing fe- 
ries of the vefl¢ls; and correct, 
abforb, and alter all /aline, ful- 
phureous, bilious particles, which 
are now become much more an- 
gular, acrid and pungent, than 
ina healthful ftate. ‘This is to 
be performed by a liberal ufe of 
fome fmooth, cooling, diluting 
and abfterfive liquors. Gentle 
emetics are recommended, in fome 
cafes, to be uled previoufly to all 
medicines; and the advantages 
which may be reaped from vomr- 
ting, in the beginning of acute 
fevers, are enumerated in a fhort, 
manner. ‘The 
liquors moft approved of in this 
cafe, are barley-water ; thin clear 
whey ; water-gruel; teas made ot 


faze, balm, &c. and, in fome cafes, 


the drinks already mention’d are 
to be acidulated with vinegar, jurce 
of orange, Or lemon. “Vo thefe is 
added, in fome  circumftances, 
clear, old, fmall beer, neither bit- 
If the body ts cof- 
tive, an ounce of tamarines, boil’d 
in a quart of darley-water, makes 
a very agreeable delig!itful liquor. 
The ufe and operation of thofe 
liquors being explain’c, Mr. Lan- 


orye undertakes to point out fome 


very deftructive medicines, toe 
commonly employed in the be- 
ginning Of acule fevers.

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Thefe fort of medicines rarify 

the blood, and increafe its motion ; 

and confequently muft weaken the 

vital power, by giving too great 

refiftance, and {training the ani- 

mal fprings beyond what they are 

able to bear. In the fecond place, 

itis obferved that fome rely whol- 

ly on acids for a cure; this our 
author calls a madnefs, and a dan- 
eerous extreme, Thirdly, all nar- 
cotics or foporifics are deltructive in 
the beginning of this difeafe, as 
too much affecting the brain and 
nerves, and tending to make the 
patient delirious and frantic. 4th, 
the author had known fome raw 
and unexperienced practitioners en- 
deavour to reprefs the dilous vo- 
mutings, which commonly happen 
in the beginning of this difeafe, 
with /alt of wormwood draughts, 
whereby the death of the patient 
has been haften’d. * For, fays he, 
** not to mention the great be- 
** nefit natwre aims at in ejeCting 
** fo much fharp, acrid, irrita- 
** ting matter, &c, the alt of 
** wormiwood, being acauftic and 
hery falt, is exceeding impro- 
** per at fuch times, 

bith, “ Great care is to be 
taken not to apply 4/7/Jering 
‘¢ pluijters too foon ; that is, while 
the fares are too rigid and ftiff, 
the heat very intenfe, and the pulfe 
exceeding full, {trong and quick. 
‘This caution is given chiefly be- 
caute the application of fuch plai- 
flers is followed by thirft, with 
drynefS of the tongue, and is 
grounded on the very nature of 
Cantharides, whofe compotition is 
Chiefly of the moft fubtil, pungent, 
Cauftic, hery particles. “The prac- 
tice of keeping the air in the room 
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of a feverifh perfon too hot, and 
depriving the patient of the bene- 
fit of refrigeration by cool air, js 
juftly cenfur’d as the /ixth article 
of male-prattice. The /eventh 
here condemn’d, is the pernicious 
cuftom of heaping on too much 
cloaths, under pretence of en- 
couraging fweat ; whereas it con- 
fines the heat of the body, and 
confequently increafes it. On 
the other hand, too Little covering, 
efpecially in the winter, may have 
as bad an effeét, as is obferved in 
the eighth and laft place. For 
thus the cold air aéts as a /fimulus 
on the furface of the body, con- 
ftipates the excretory ducts of 
the miliary glands, condenfes the 
fiuids contained in them, and thus 
interrupts a fweat. 

It is now time to proceed to 
the confideration of fuch medicines 
and treatments as daily experience 
teftifies to be ect and ufeful 
in the beginning and increajfe of 
this difeafe. Our ingenious au- 
thor enters on this part of his 
work with obferving, ‘* that as 
‘6 a fever is only an effort of na- 
“ture, arifing from the mere 
‘© mechanifm of the body, to 
‘© folve the obftruétions, and caft 
“ out of the body whatever 3s 
‘¢ offenfive to it; fo when the 
‘¢ fymptoms are but moderate, 
“‘ there does not feem occafion 
“¢ for many médicines ; it being 
“¢ the duty of a phyfician to fol- 
“ low the guidance of nature, 
“and not be too officious, left 
«© he fhould interrupt her pro 
‘< ceedings, inftead of aflifting 
é¢ her. 

On this principle, Mr. Lan- 
grifh fays, that it bleeding, vomit 
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ing, and diluting medicines have 
been properly prefcribed, and the 
pulfe ftill continues full and quick, 
and every organ feems to labour 
to get rid of fome offenfive mat- 
ter, the next ftep, if the body be 
coftive, is to inject lenient, cooling 
chfters, which frequently difcharge 
adeal of matter from the blood, 
as. well, as bring, away the har- 
den’d, fetid excrement, 

The mifchiet that might arife 
from the feces,, remaining too 
long iri the inteftines, being fhewn, 
and fome cautions given concern- 
ing this evacuation, our author 
obferves, that the next dependence, 
in the Jeginung. and increment of 
this diteate, is on fuch medicines 
as will blunt, abforb, and fweeten 
all acrid, fharp, irritating juices, 
which {timulate the fibres, increafe 
their tenfion, and quicken their 
vibrations; from whence. the 
blood is toe impetuoufly moved, 
the heat _increafed, and the blocd 
infpiflated. The seffaccous pow- 
ders are generally prefcribed on 
this occafion ; to which mre, or 
fome preparation of it, is com- 
monly join’d, with a view of 
cooling and abating the. rarefac- 
tion of the blood and humours. 
Our author declares for pure nitre, 
preferably to any preparation of 
ts which, inftead of improving 
4 may alter its mature, or ren- 
der ip impure, 

When the head is violently af- 
fefted with racking pains, a revul- 
fn from that part may be caufed 
by the application of the warm 

» Or inwards of animals to 
the foles of the feet; and the 
Motion of the blood to the head, 
May be retarded, by fetting the 
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patient upright, if he can bear it, 
or fupporting him with pillows, 

Befide, Jetting cool air into the 
fick perfon’s room, our author 
advifes fprinkling the floor with 
oxycrate, or rofe-water, mixed 
with a little stre ; becaufe as the 
effuvia, with which the air is im- 
pregnated, do prefs the ablorbent 
vellels, a diffulion of fuch mat- 
ter may be of great ufe in re- 
ducing the rarefaction, motion, 
and heat of the blood: to which 
it is added, that the rigidity, a 
drynefs of the veflels, may be 
abated by rendering the air of the 
chamber moift, efpecially in hot 
and dry weather ; which is to be 
performed by the adminiftration 
of proper fteams and vapours, 

An immoderate loafene/s, toward 
the height of this difeafe, is dan- 
Gerous, as it retards the crifis or 
depuration of the febrile matter. 
In this cafe, a gentle emetic is ad- 
vifed, and, after that, moderate 
aftringents and opiates, in fimall 
quantities. When /pots appear in 
fevers, the eruption is to be pro~ 
moted by gentle diaphoretics, in 
order to hinder the nmaatter from 
returning iato the blood, 

Mr. Langri/h, having thus given 
full directions for the management 








of the patient in the beginning 
and increment of this difcafe, pro- 
ceeds to the fationary period, 
where the fymptoms are expected 
to be moft violent ; becaufe a crs- 


fis feldom or never happens with- 


out an exacerbation of them. 


‘Having given a mechanical ac- 


count of this effort of nature, to 
throw off the febrile matter; he 
obferves, that this is done either 
by fveat, fetid fails, turbid uriné, 
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violent fpitting, or vomiting, by 
a ‘erage % eruption of blood, by 
abjceffes formed in the interftices 
of the mufcles, by the morbifick 
matter caft into them from the 
blood. ‘This difference depends 
on the different degrees of concoe- 
tion of the noxious matter. But, 
by whatever outlet zaiure attempts 
this difcharge, fhe muft be encou- 
raged and affifted, unlefs fuch 
matter happen to fall on fome of 
the inner vifcera, or feize on fome 
mott noble part, or run off in fuch 
quantities 2s would inevitably de- 
ftroy the patient. 

When a diaphorefis cannot be 
raifed, either by the ftrength of 
nature or art, the moft experien- 
ced phyficians advife an attempt 
on the Jewels; and our author 
obferves that, in prefcribing ca- 
tharticks, the patient muft be 
confider’d, and each fymptom re- 
marked. He/wetius has laid down 
twelve fymptoms, denoting the 
humours fit for expulfion by 
{tool, which our author here {ets 
down, and ftrongly recommends 
an attention to them. 

The moft difmal ftece of this 
difeafe is, when no erifis can be 
obtained, either by the flreneth of 
nature, or the power of art. In 
this cafe, fharp, acrid, volatile, 
pungent, ftimulating things are 
advifed ; and dit/fers, for exciting 
motion and roufing the drooping 
fpirits, ** The languifhing pulfe 
<< dictates now, fays our ingeni- 
ous author, and oppreffed na- 
‘© ture calls for the moft agile re- 
** medics, fuch as volatile falts, 
** camphire, caftor, &c. Some of 
“© thefe fort of medicines, wafhed 
** down with large draughts of

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** comfortable, diluting drinks, 
‘© are moft likely to reftore the 
power of the /olrds, and then 
divide, and produce inteftine 
‘¢“motions in the yinids,

may aflimilate the ‘humour again 
and generate obftructions.' Secend- 
/y, when the blood is perfeétly de- 
fecated, care is to be taken to re- 
cover the weaken’d tone ofthe 
vifcera.

fon, the author of The Liijlory of 
Great Britain, being ibe reign of 
King James 1. relating to what 
paffed from his firft accefs to the 
crown, tillhis death, ‘Thele me- 
moirs, under the title of, Ob/er- 
vations on God's providence in the 
trad? of my life, were written by 
Mr. Wiljon himfelf ; the original 
maaufcript being, when this was 
publifhed, iu the hands of the re- 
verend Mr, archdeacon Knight, 
"The treatife itfelf is of a confider- 
able length ; but as it contains a 
great number of curious particu- 
Jars, which cannot elfewhere be 
found, we thought our readers 





would not be difpleafed to fee fome 
of the moit remarkable brought 
within the compafs of an extract, 

Mr. Arthur I¥ilon was born 
in the year 1596, of a gen- 
tecl family, tho’ his father had 
no great eftate. When he was 
about 14 years of age, he was in- 


clin’d to travel, and by the indul- ; 


gence of his mother, allowed to 
purfue his inclinations, and he fent 
into France. Whenat Clerac, in 
Gajcony, he fell ill of an ague, and 
was cured by a charm given him 
by a miller. In 1611, his father 
delign’d him for trade, but being 
apprized, that the merchant he 
had chofen for his matter, was a 
papift, he refolved to place his 
fon in the Exchequer-office, and 
in order to fit Aim for that fitua- 
tion, put him under the care 





of Mr, ‘fobn Davis, then the mof 
famous man of his time for teach- 
ing the law-hands. When Mr. 
Wilfon had learned them, he was 
recommended to Sir Henry Spiller, 
who had a Pott in the Exchegner, 
and whofe family. were papitts, 
Here he had many doubts, . and 
many difputes agout religion, which 
very much offended Lady Spiller, 
who, taking , advantage. of his 
writing a bitter copy of veries on 
her maid, never lett teazing her 
husband till fhe got. him. difchar- 
ged, 

Mr. UWilfen being now about 
18, and but poorly provided with 
money, was not a little puzzled 
how to behave himfelf. He took 
a lodging in Helbora, lived fr 
gally, applied himfelf much to 
reading, and wrote a great mahy 
poems. At laft, finding his ftock 
grow very low, he refolyed to 
make his father a vifit in the 
country ; which he did, and se 
ceived from him what littie aflil- 
tance was in his power ; but not 
thinking that enough, he took tle 
liberty, when the old gentleman's 
| ftudy door was open, of borrew- 
ing ten Barbary ducats, which 
ungracious faét, as he calls it him- 
felf, coft him much forrow, and 
many tears. On_ his retum © 
Lond, he was unfettled in his 
refulution, till his coufin Mrs 
Nixon prevailed with Mr, Ut ing: 


to carry him with him into ne 
country for the fumuer; whic! 
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field, fteward to the earl of Efery | 
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proved the eftablifhment of - his 
fortune. 

It happened, about Adrchachmas, 
that when the Effex family were 
at Chartley, in Staffordfire, after 
dinner, one day, the houfe ‘was 
fuddenly alarmed, and a great 
diturbance raifed, though no body 
knew the caufe of it. My lord 
Efix, and the lords and gentle: 
men in his company, ran to the 
draw-bridge, the houfe being 
moated. Mr. Wrlfn went, as 
he faw others do, into the laun- 
dry; where they foon difcovered 
the’oceafion of this alarm, One 
of the maids rincing fome cloaths 
inthe moat, fellin ;° another go- 
ing to help her, was pulled in by 
het; and a thirdrunning to them 
on the fame errand, was pulled in 
by them both. The two laft 
were quickly drawn out ; but fhe, 
who fell in firft, funk in the fight 
of the earl of Efex and his com- 
piny, who gave her over for loft, 
nt as Mr. Wilfon came to the 
fide of the moat ; but he obferv- 
ing Where fhe funk, plunged in, 
and not without great hazard to 
himfelf, drage’d her out, and 
bourht her fate on fhore. The 
etl of Efex was fo much pleas’d 
with the courage and ¢encrofity 
ofthis action, that he immediate- 
ly fent for him into his bed-cham- 
her, and made him keeper of his 
pivy purfe. ‘This fudden pre- 
krment, raifed him envy, par- 
teularly from one //Ditmwre, a 
elation of the earl of Herzford, 
who challenged him, but did not 
cme to the place appointed, 
Which inbanced Mr. Wiljon’s cre- 
a ‘ery much. Not long after, 
% wught one Palh an Irifhmany 
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+ whofe right-arm he difabled, and 
the man taking his fword after- 
' ward in his left; Mr. 7 7/on fought 
him a fecond time, and. difarmed 
him. | 

The love of poetry, and the 
ladies, took up a great part of Mr. 
Wilfon’s time; He had lkewife 
many quarrels and duels, more 
provoked tothem, as he tells us, 
than willing to accept them ; tho’ 
he blefles Gop, he neither loft 
limb nor credit in any of them ; 
however it is evident, that he loft 
no opportunity of fhewing _ his 
bravery and retolution, and picqued 
himfelf extremely on doing fuch 
things, as were extremely rafh, 
and very far from deferving com- 
mendation. 

In 1620, he went with the 
earl of Effex, to ferve under ges 
neral Vere, in. the Palatinate, 
where that noble lord, and, the 
few Englifh he carried with him, 
fuffered very much, and to very 
little sido Supplies from Exg- 
land being never fent, and the 
enemy, under the command of 
the marquis Spinela, being pauch 
fuperior to them in number, in 
the clofe of the year, lord Efex, 
with his retinue, among{t, whom 
was Mr, M’7lfon, came home thro’ 
France. 

In the fummers of the years 
1621, 1622, 1623, Mr. Wiljon 
attended lord Efex in the Low- 
countries, where he ferved as a vo- 
luntees under the prince of Orange, 
and gained that experience which 
afterwards made hun fo confider- 
able athome, The winters were 
fpent either at one of my lord’s 
feats, or at thofe of fome of his 





noble relations ; where mafques 
Nnan2 and 
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and plays were their uftal recrea- 
tions; and the words for thofe 
entertainments generally compos'd 
by Mr. Wilhn. ut » off 

In 1624, he went a fecond’ 
time into the Palatinate; with his 
snafter the earl of Effex, who had 
now the commiand of a reviment. 

In 1625, Count Mansfield 
brought £2000. men out of £7g+ 
land; but “being fooled by the 
French, he kept. them fo long on 
fhip-board; that the plague. broke 
out amoneft them; by which 
they weredeftroyed without fee 
ing the enemy.” After this, Mr. 


Wilfon returhed “with® his > lord 
into Bxgland, who, ‘towards the 
Jatter end’of *the ‘year, ‘was em- 
ployed.in™the: Cals bufinefs, not 
Out Of any refpect, as.our author 
tells ws, that the court had for 
him, but merely 


to: pleale the 
people; with whom the earl. of 
Effex was always'a great favou- 
yite. 

Mr, Pilorigives us a terrible 
account of this Spani/h expedition, 
which he tells us ‘came to nothing, 
through the weaknefs and ill con+ 
duct of the general, lord Vimble- 
ton, §o that as~thjs expedition 
was undertaken, metely: to -gra- 
tify the arrogant temper of ‘the 
Duke of Buckmcham, i¢-erded in 
the deftraction of a great many 
brave men, and to the high dit- 
honour of the Eng/i/h nation. “In 
£626, Mr. Wij attended’ the 
ear! of Effi when he went again 
to his command in the Lxw-coune 
tries. “Pie army quartered thae 
fummer‘in the dutchy of Clewes, 
and for fome part of it lay en: 
trenched near a nunnery, where 
our author affirms, that in throw- 
ing up the neceflary fortifications, 





they digged up feveral la 
ufed int that-country, for ‘habe: 
Water, Wherein they found the 
rémains “of feveral children, fome 
newly buried, and fome confumed 
t6 the very ‘bones, 

The winter of the year 1630, 
was-{pent at the earl of Hory. 


ford’s ‘im Wiltfhire, where. Mrs, 


Elizabeth Pawlet coming to make 
a vifit to’ the countefs, was de- 
tained during: ‘the ‘Chrifmas’ holi- 
days. “The beauty of her per- 
fon, the fweetnels of her temper, 


and the prudence of her conduét, 


fo far charmed the Earl of Eyix, 
thatin the Lent following he mar- 
ried her ;. but it feems the after- 
wards changed ‘her behaviour; and 
became, as Mr. Wilfn phrafes it, 
the true image of Pandora's box. 
One Mr. Langhorne, afterwards 
a miajor-general ‘in the: parlia- 
ment’s fervice, was the perfon 
moft trutted by the’ earl in his 
amour with Mrs. Pawel; at 
whith Mr. #ilix was not alittle 
offinded:: © The lady conteiving 
him no great friend of hers, tried 
every method fhe could to get him 
removed, but on examining’ of his 
accounts, and enquiring into the 
thing the fuggefted againft him, 
his innocence appeared fo fully, as 
to defeat her fchemes ; which fhe 
refented fo much, that fhe feign’d 
herfelf fick, kept her chamber, 
and declared fhe would never leave 
it, while Mr. /¥é/n remained in 
the houfe ; fothat in Fuly 1639, 
he was obliged to quit his lord ; 
and within two years after, this 
lady, being deteéted in the very 
act of adultery, was feparated from 
her husband, and lived in the m- 
ramy fhe deferved, Ms

months, - During that time, Mr, 
Wilfon often’ -vifieed him, and on 
his fecovery expected a challenge ; 
but,’ inftead. of that, the man 
brought his action againft him in 
the court of King’s-Bench ; which 
our author, by the advice of coun- 
al, compounded for thirty-five 
pounds. About this time, he be- 
gin to have more ferious thoughts, 
than formerly, of religion ; which, 
ie fays, were owing to the preach- 
ing of good men, who, the more 
they were eclipfed by the bifhops, 
hone the brighter. 

In 1637, he attended the earl 
of Warwick to the fieve of Breda, 
Inhis return from Hod/end, about 
the middle of ugu/t, this lord

way of Flanders, ‘into England,

edge of the f{candal.. 

_ In 1640, Mr. Wilfon was at- 
tacked with an erifpylason his 
arm, which foon after turn’d to 
a burning fever, and thereby put 
him in great danger of his: life. 
In 1642, he informs us, that the 
multitude attacked long Adford’s 
houfe, which belonged to the 
countefs of Rivers, under pre- 
tence of her being a Reeufant; but 
their true aim, he fays, was {poil 
and plunder, This fury, -con- 
tinues he, was not only ‘in the 
rabble; but many of the» better 
fort behaved themfelves, as if there 
had been a diffolution of all go- 
vernment. No man could remain

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In another letter to the fame 
gentleman, dated September 8, 
1717, he tells him he had lately 
read ‘feffery of Monmeuth, as tranf- 
lated by a clergyman in his 
neighbourhood. “che poor man 
was highly concerned to vindicate 
effery’s character as an hiftorian ; 
and told Mr. Pope, he was fur- 
prized that thofe of the Roman 
communion could doubt of the 
legends of his giants, while they 
believe thofe of their faints. He 
fays, he is forced to make a fair 
compofition withthe honeft tranf- 
lator ; and by crediting fome of 
the wonders of Corinaus and Gog- 
magog, had brought him to {peak 
refpectfully of St. Chriftopher’s 
carrying Chrift, and the refufci- 
tation of St. Nicholas Tolentine’s 
chickens. ‘This amazing writer 
had made him lay afide Homer for 
a week ; but the perufal of his 
hiftory had prepared him to tranf- 
late, with belief and reverence, 
the fpeech of Achilles’s horfe.

No one point of hiftory (fays 
he) is perhaps more perplexing 
than that of the reign of Gadba, 
Otho and Vitellius. What hitto- 
rians fay of them is fo ill fupport- 
ed, the Facts are fo confus’d, and 
often contradictory, the dates fo 
uncertain, that a man is almoft 
tempted to believe he is reading a 
romance, rather than a hiftory. 

Father Hardouin has ditin- 
guifh’d himfelf by depriving Virgi/ 
of the honour of writing the 
Enid, fix’d the date of that 
poem to the thirteenth century of 
Chriflianity, and confider’d it as 
the wotk of fome ill - defigning 
Perfon, an enemy to the chriftian 
religion, The odes, which are 
receiv’d under the name of Horace, 
are, according to that profound 
critick, of the fame date, and cal- 
culated for the fupport of atheifm, 
&c. He was obliged to retract 
this extravagant fyftem, and his 
retractation was printed. Among 
other imaginations, that father had 
ventur’d to fay, that the three em- 
perors, already mention’d, reign’d 
together, as Oavius Cafar, Mark 
Anthony and Lepidus did, with the 
the title of Triumvirs.

I grant this; but let it 
not theretore be affirm’d, that 
the people of Tripoli, through 
precipitation, inadvertency, or 
on a principle of Economy, 
took a coin ftamp’d with the 
efigies of that prince, in order 
to make it pafs for the medals 
of his fucceflors. “That people, 
reprefenting Galba, Otho, and 
Vitellius, by the effigies of 
Nero, defign’d to fignify, that, 
under this new triumvirate, 
they enjoy’d a government as 
mild as that of Ners, whofe 
memory was certainly dear to 
them, They put the fame ef- 
figies on all the three medals, 
becaufe they intended to Jet the 
world know, that, tho’ the 
empire was entrufted in the 
hands of three princes, it was 
govern’d by the fame fpirit ; 
and that their union was fuch 
as made the fubjects infenfible 
of the multiplicity of foveratgns. 
That this interpretation is not 
arbitrary, appears from the re- 
verfe of thefe medals being 
flampt with the fymbols of 
union and concord, Ca/for and 
Pollux.

In the following year, which 
was the fecond of his reign, Psr- 
tinax, “fulian, Pefcennius and Se- 
verus, were aflociated in the em 
pire, Inthethird, the two prin- 
ces, Jaft mentioned, formed a 
triumvirate with him, which laft- 
edtwo years. Fa, Panel, by way 
ofaddition to Fa. Hardouin’s me- 
dals on this fubject, gives us an 
account of one, hardly known to 
the antiquaries, but which he 
looks on as a complete demonttra- 
tion. 

ATTO. KAIC. MIECK, -2- The head

Pe/cennius there- 
fore reign’d one Year in conjunc- 
tion with Pertinax, Albinus, Fu- 
lian and Severus, and two more 
with Severus and Albinus, Thus, 
as our author concludes, the three 
years of his reign are proved, and 
confequently the two years of the 
triumvirate demonftrated. 

While men are men, we are 
not to expect any focial tie, either 
religious or civil, will make a 
number of them of one mind in 
all cafes; nor indeed is it neceffa- 
ry. The ‘fefuits, a political body, 
might make Fa. Hardouin figna 
retrattation out of obedience to his 
fuperiours, but could not & eafily 
oblige him to change his fenti- 
ments. It is not to be doubted, 
that thofe gentlemen, who are 
commonly very zealous for pro- 
moting the ftudy of the Belles 
Lettres, will call Fa. Panel to ac- 
count for this heterodox piece of 
criticifm.
